Even Manchuria with its iron 
government is by no means free 
from revolutionary elements, writes 
'a’ Mukden correspondent of ‘the 
N.C. Daily News, To most resid- 
ents it came ag o surprise to learn 
that the Kuomintang had gained a 
footing in the Three Eastern Pro- 
vinces. The discovery was made 
last week. Apparently information 


had reached the police of Chang- 
chun~-it looks as if Japanese and 
Chinese police had been in concert 
on this matter—und acting upon it 
domiciliary visits were carried out 
and three men arrested, 

But more important was the sei- 
zure of documents. which dis- 
closed the ramifications ofa fairly 
widespread Kuomintang organiza- 
tion in Manchuria, with branches in 
Kirin, Changchun and Mukden. 
Information was passed on tothe 
Mukden policewho visited the pre- 
mises of the Union Theological 
Colleye in the International Settle- 
ment and arrested a teacher, a ccr- 
tain Mr. Ch'ien, who is beliéved 
to be the head of-the movement in 
Manchuria, Here they found cer- 
tain papers containing lists of 
names, This induced them to visit 
the Arts College where they round- 
ed up « number of students ‘whose 
names appeared on the lists men- 
tioned. No arrests were made, 
but the students were cautioned 
by the police, Further investiga- 
tions brought out that certain. Chi- 
nese in foreign employ were 
acting as agents for the receipt of 
correspondence — relative to the 
movement, ' i :

From the literature discovered 
it appears that the members of this 
movement are dissatisfied with the
